Mr. Hoar (Rep,, Mass.) moved that as Mr,
Bhoup was presant, the oath of oftice bsad-
minlstered to him,

Mr. Vanos (Dem., K. C.) sald that the new
Biats of Idaho sppenred to hava elected mors
than ts falr share of Benatora, and he thonght
the credentials should be roferred to the Com-
mittes on Privileges and Elsctionn,

Mr. Hoar sald that as he underatood there
were only two Benntors chosen from that Btate
he thought that his motion took precedence of
Mr, Vance's.

Mr. Hoar's motlon was agresd to, and Me,
Bhoup was escorted to the Clerk's deak, where
be took the oath of office and aabscribed to It.

Mr. Harrla (Dom.. Tenn.) subsequently In-
quired what had becomo of Mr, Vance's mo-
tion. and aaid that Mr. Bhoup had been simply
sworn on his prima facls cans.

Mr. Vanco said that it was published In the
newapaners that thros Fenators had
elected in Idaho, and that the Leginlature had
gone to the extent of assigniog to eamch of
them the term for whieh he sliould rerve. That
waa contrary to the rule ot the Fenate nnd to
the constitutional provision, He thought |t
proper. therefore, that 1he question should be
determined by the propsr commliites of the
Benate.
